It was obvious to all observers 
that the spectators thoroughly ap- 
preciated seeing soccer under the 
first-class conditions provided at 
the Park. 

The grandstand, which seats 
2000 people. gives a close and per- 
fect view of the pitch from end to 
end. The surface of the ground, 
although sun-baked and hard last 


. week, is level and true, and ex- 


ponents of the ground-passing 


- game will not be at a disadvan- 


tage. 

The open section in front of the 
grandstand and the outer are fully 
terraced, and lightly metalled to 
prevent muddy standing conditions 
in winter, 

There are extensive parking 
spaces just across the road from 
the turnstiles, and Batman Avenue- 
Swan Street trams stop handily 
at the entrances, 

On Saturdays, a cafeteria pro- 
vides light refreshments, and a 
licensed liquor bar is built into the 


first-floor level of the grandstand. 


Arrangements moved smoothly 
under the guiding hand of Mr. 
Alex. Kerr, who was Arena Man- 


ager during the Olympic Games, 
and who has continued in that 
capacity pro tem. The Executive 
of the Association intends to ask 
Council te confirm his appointment 
to this position for the season.

NEW TRANSFERS 


A new transfer form has now 
been printed, and as_ several 
queries have been raised in this 
connection, players are now ad- 
vised of the correct procedure. 


The player must apply to me in 
writing requesting a transfer form 
and enclose 20/-. The form is 
then sent by return mail. During 
this period, the player is still eli- 
gible to play for his present club. 
When his club agrees to the trans- 
fer and signs the form, he is not 
eligible to play for any club for 
two weeks from date cleared by 
his club. 


When the transfer is approved 
bv the V.A.S.F.A. both the player 
and his new elub are advised in 
writing.

HOLD JUNIORS 
CAPTIVE? 


T the recent Special General Meeting called by the clubs to 

discuss alterations to the system of transferring players 
from club to club, several delegates with a particular interest 
in juniors spoke for the proposition that juniors be tied to 
their clubs in the same manner that it is intended that seniors 
be tied, commencing next season. 

_ The burden of their pleas was that their respective clubs 
produce promising junior players, only to have them scouted 
and “pinched,” to use their own term, by senior clubs. 

Their complaint is born of pure selfishness, and their 
reasoning is narrow and retrograde. 

In the first place, very few good junior players are “pro- 
duced.” They are usually “naturals” who react quickly and 
favorably to intelligent guidance, and have the ability to be- 
come attractive footballers in their mid-teens. 

At other times and places, these same voices complain 
that good juniors become lost to soccer because when they be- 
come too old for the Junior Leagues there is no place for them 
with the seniors. 

Then why complain, and, what is far worse, prevent a 
promising youngster from “going places” in soccer when he is 
given the chance to play in Third, Second, or even First Divi- 
sion clubs? 

After all, what is the dream of every youngster in every 
sport? Isn’t it simply to become good enough to star with 
the senior, more glamorised section of his sport? 

And what is the aim of the game’s administrators? 

isn’t it the attraction of more and more juniors to the 
round ball code and to see them go far in the game? 

_ How many youngsters will be attracted to a game in 
which selfish junior club officials expect them to continue to 
play junior football when they have reached the age of 
eighteen or nineteen?

Quote from Mr. Manson: “If the 


ground had been at all flat it would 
have been 20-0.” 

And last. Saturday they got 
nearer that mark when they 
made their League debut with a 
grand-slam 14-2 win over weak- 
ened Wilhelmina Thirds.

the game. The council realise this, 
and have formed this special com- 
mittee to inquire widely and deeply 
into our soccer set-up.” 

The committee will seek out 
faults in the present make-up of 
the League and try to find the 
correctives. This should take 
them a year. By that time the 
committee’s recommendations 
will be forwarded to council. If 
they are accepted, major 
changes can be expected in Vic- 
torian soccer next season. 

Minor improvements which could 
be implemented smoothly will be 
brought in this season as and when 
the committee recommend. 

The council’s spokesman added: 
“The committee’s observations 


should signal the beginning of all 
sorts of improvements. We feel 
that the game itself, its sup- 
porters, players and its clubs de- 
serve progressive organisation and 
administration. And we aim to ac- 
complish just that!” 

The five who have undertaken 
the immense task are: Dr. Charles 
Walker, a Soccer Council vice- 
president and formerly president 
of Polonia. He is the committee’s 
chairman. Mr. Nat Rothfield, a 
managing director and_ council 
vice-president; Mr. Kurt Defris, a 
councillor and Hakoah’s secretary; 
Mr. Jim Stewart, chairman of 
Moreland’s committee and _ the 
Association’s assistant secretary; 
and Mr. Morrie Buckner, a coun- 
cillor and chairman of the coun- 
cil’s publicity. 


FIRST PROPOSAL. 


The committee -have already 
made their first recommendation, 
and the council are expected to act 
on it at their meeting on Monday 
evening. 

They will urge the appoint- 
ment of a full-time secretary. 
The committee feel that the new 
arrangement would be far more 
advantageous to the adminis- 
trative needs of the council and 
would minimise inefficiency. 

The present set-up_of a part- 
time secretary having’to cope with 


the affairs of 52 clubs, plus 
numerous sub-committees, is sim- 
ply too much to expect “in spare 
time,” they will state. 

If the council agree they are 
almost certain to invite applica- 
tions for the position. 

A member of the special commit- 
tee said: “We consider this matter 
most urgent and would like to see 
a full-time secretary installed as 
soon as possible.”
